John Bright oii llie Irish Hues- 
tion. 



London, July 1. — John Bright addroaa- 
ed a larf,'ti and onlhusiuBtic audiunoo i\t 
Birmingham to-nij^ht. tipon rising tu 
apeak ho waa ch«ortid for aoveral minutos. 
Ho aaid he had boliuvod thiit his timu was 
cominc to rotire. For twenty-uint- yoara 
he had aerved Birmingham; but in the 
face of a question of the greatest magni- 
tude he onDaidorod it his duty to remain 
ut tho front. EIu oliiiniod that ho, luuro 
than .my other nmn, hud i-nplorod buc- 
oos.iivo tjovorninoiita to deal with Irolund. 
it WHS becftugo hia 3yin|)Hthy wna undi- 
minisbod; ni\y, inoro powurful thiin over, 
that he waa unable to accept tho propoaala 
of the government. Oould anybody sup- 
pone that he would hnvo cstranfjed him- 
aelf from tho Kuii; pnliticnl imd peraonal 
friondBhip with Mr lilndstono if lio oonhl 
have soon any wuy to support ilu> bill / 
In the great apeochea oi the [iromier, mid 
othera, they had intrndiiond a grimt deiil 
of ttiioiorit hiatory, and many old storiL's, 
ubuut IrulHiid; but the hiatory of uotirly 
uvory ooiiniry wua a diamiil atiiry . 'I'hu 
old story of Irobind had notliiii(j; to do 
with tho (pifHti.'ii.

After adducing data to provf- tlmt tho 
Irish uialiidy in not ijolitical but altiif.;oLher 
eoonoralo, Mr. Bright aaid ho waa entire- 
ly against anything in any ahapo called a 
parliament at Dublin. [Oheera.] Ho was 
tiao opposed to the niiiij.>(triiiis pmiiosition 
to puroliaae e.itate.-i; but for thu Ijill tu re- 
TohitionizB Irel.ind nobody would have 
dreamed of ao extravagant a proposal. In 
regard to the land the political acheme 
made the oconoraio acliomo neoBssary. The 
whole ooonoinio proposals wore condomu- 
od. Tho political bills [(roposcd woitld 
oreato « yoveriiinont in Irtland. which 
would bo untru.stwort hy, as re^^'ardn tho 
tirat duties of a f^overnnient, namely, the 
proaervation of property and tho aecurity 
of public order The lof^islutioii projiosed 
W.1S o:dy a atep forward in a march thor- 
ou^lily rapid to break up the kingdom.

PBODVCrs OF NATAL. 

Speaking of the African court of the 
Oolonial exhibition ths Oanftdinn Ouisatte 
■ays it apcears aa if Natal was intended to 
Bbsorb tho grealesc attention in this court, 
for ilB exhibits obscure neiirly all others 
from thia part of Africa, 'i'ho aliores of 
Capo Colony are waaliBd by tl'.o South At- 
lantic, tho>e of Natal by the Indian 
Oosan, and the difi'erenco tliuH cauqud U 
very great. Tho climate of the capo is 
not hot, while aomotimea hail liua fallon 
that haa torn in piecoa tbu houae-roofs 
formed of corrugated iron, tho ofl'oct of 
which la sliowu iu one of tlie exhibits; 
but Ml Natal there is a decidedly tropical 
and Bemi-tropical temperature. llonco 
we get sugar, ooflfeo, maize, arrowroot, 
cotton, guava, and tobacco. There is a 
fine show of bisouita, and of a thatch used 
fur cooling, which is worthy of notice. 
The wooda aro of ^ruat varit'ty, and some 
are beautiful. Tho native "pillows" will 
be sure to excite curioaity, also tho atones 
used for the grinding of snuff, similar in 
all reapeots to those used on the wost 
coast of South America in preparing a ji, 
the fine aromatic pepper which lias no 
rival ill any l»nd. Ttie uiitive stoiio im- 
plements are very curioua. The fruits 
are well repreaonted, bulli candied, m 
■yrup, and dried. This court iu a ptu'foct 
ohaos of good things, heaped up in disor- 
dered order. The eraporated pine-apples 
go with the orange wioe, and surrounding 
x pyramid of coal, which sota forth that 
one o*' tho coal holds yiekh 8,410,000 
tons of coal to the square mile, or say, 
13,000 tons to an acre, there are wools, 
leathers, silks, pottery, quinces, and i,'o()8e- 
berrios ; hats made from vegetable ivory 
and the leaves of the date palm; with 
sugar, canned butter; maize, and 
other grain; copper voaael.i of all knid.s, a 
pair of iron galea, very well mado indeed, 
but from which side of iho Capo thoy 
eome there is nothing to iiliow. All these 
things bewilder the mind, wliilo thoy 
transport it to the lauds which produce 
them, and bring ihoui to mind as easily 
as seeing a play. There is a model of Ta- 
ble Bay Harbour Works which convoys an 
idea of the great scale on which sumo 
things are being executed. Tlie oarriagea. 
oarts, and buggies, tho aaddlery and iron- 
mongery are all excellent. Notice will 
not fail to be taken of a wheelbarrow 
made by native boys, whicli is a very re- 
freshing sight. This was made at an in- 
stitution called Lovcdale, and pruperly 
belongs to Cape Colony and not to Natal. 
It is to be hoped that this human element 
in that part of our Afrioan possesBions will 
excite the attention it deserves. Lovedale, 
it appears, is a luission institution, and 
itssonolars belong to all denoniiuations in 
the colony, even to heatlien triljea beyond 
the Zambesi — Enuliah, Dutch, rrancli, 
German, Katiir, Zulu, Baauto, Bechuana, 
and Zambesi, do not exhaust the list ul 
tongues spokea in this institution. It 
appears that in the University examina- 
tion, Martha Olack, Cecilia Miakinya, 
Samuel Maqula, and Josnpli Mtonibeni 
took a single first, One fiiCdiiraLjing fua- 
ture in this exhibit is, liitit the natives 
have contributed some sixteen thousand 
six hundred and ninety- three pounds 
sterling towards Ua support daring the 
past fifteen years. Some of these Afri- 
cans are learning Latin, and it may not 
be generally known, bnt it is worth know- 
ing, that an African negro, called Latin 
John, became a professor of Greek and 
Latin in the cathedral school of Granada, 
in Spain, at the close of tho XVI. cen- 
tury. Tho industrial exliibitiona from 
Lovedale are cf the hi(,'>eHt order ol iiiur- 
It, are highly satiafat (• ry, and ahoiild 
evoke much gratitude to all who arc im- 
mediately responsible '/or carrying on thia 
great and most interesting; work. Among 
other multitudinous things curiosity will 
be awakened by tho display of thii gold 
ornaments paid by the ICiiig of Ash.'itui in 
tho war of IST-l. They are aullicieiitly 
barbaric in deaign, but they show also mi 
element of good taste, 'i'huro is a luitive 
flute and single-etringod harp, on which 
thirty-two tunes oan be played. The 
cases of moths, beetles and butterflies are 
very striking in form and color; so are 
the girdles, bolts, aatche.s, braceluta, neck- 
lets, anklets, and leg rings, the native 
bows and arrows, the horns of the koodo, 
the wild beeste, and I'allak, the native 
baakoi.s and pottery, tho bead work, ivory 
Bpo(jnB, ear ringa, pipes, whips from the 
hide of the uea-cow; the veils of a Zula 
bride: everlaatiiig flowers, prettily group- 
ed, and, finally, the teas, both native and 
acclimatised, which display a new wq;-ld 
of industrial activity, which should much 
animate the best feelings of all who are 
sufficiently inquiring to demand a fuller 
reason for the multiplying of these things 
in these distant colonies.

Co. of this city.

To Tim EniTou: — l\Iy attention haa 
been called to a letter in tho Times from 
the pen of Mr. J. I'. Booth, of Walt 
Spring Island, upon the subject of tho 
Oowichan nomination, and although, as a 
rule, I take little notice of newspaper ori- 
tioiam 1 fool that I cannot allow Mr. 
Booth's (purposely as I believe) distorted 
and misleading statemonlu to pass with- 
out contradiction. Mr. Booth charges 
rae with having, to naa hia own olegunl 
language, bull-doKod the returning ollioer 
into disallowing his nomination paper. 
Tliia, air, i- absolutely false. Ij^will not 
say tliat Mr. Jtootli knows it to be false, 
beciuiao liu iriis not present and SO of hia 
own knowledge could not tell what was 
true or «kat was untrue, Mr. Booth 
states that I was the tirat to raise 
an objection to his nomination paper 
and that the first objection was 
"that the (witnesses signatures were in 
tho middle of the paper, insload of being 
at one aide." Both those stutenionta are 
absolutely untruo. Mr. Booth's paper 
was informal and invalid apart from hia 
not having signed it as aaaenting to the 
nomination, but so far from objecting to 
this portion of it first thing, I very care- 
fully abstained from doing so at all until 
after the returiiin'g ollicer had declared it 
invalid and closed the election. Then, 
when it could not alfect the decision one 
way or tile other 1 casually inontiuned 
that tho paper was invalid on other 
grounds tl>-aa that upon which the return- 
ing ofHcer had decided. When at oiw 
o'clock of the 93rd ult., the day ap- 
pointed for iKiiiiiiiation, tlui roturriiiig 
olhcer procec-ded pulilicly tu rend out the 
iiouiination papers placed in hia hands, 
ho commenced with Mr. Booth's, and 
ho road the paper deliberately from 
the beginning to that part where it 
read "Witneea my hand at Cowichan this 
'J2iid day of .Juno, ISSC," thou ho stopped 
and hcrtitatml, and I simply asked if the 
Ki^^ii'ituro wiiM not tboro, aiul was auswoiod 
111 the ii(>;_;iitivc. 1 never uskt-il the rnturn- 
iii^ ollicor to disallow tho [laper 
fir tliat or any otlirr reason, hut 
after a few moment's hesitation he openly 
stated that under tho oath which ho had 
taken as returning officer there was nothing 
left for him to do but to declare the nomi- 
nation paper invalid and of noue ofVect, 
which he accordingly did. Now, sir, Mr. 
Booth may try to make believe that advan- 
tage was takuii of his ignorance, but ho will 
liud it dillicult to induce the people of Cuw- 
icbmi to think that was not a diKgriioofnl 
trick on his part to escape ignominious do- 
feat at the polls. The general opinion i.s 
that the nomination pajn'r w as purposely 
sent to the roturuing otlicer iu au illegal 
form, aud tliat Mr. Booth purposely kept 
iiway from tho pliieo of iioiuinatiou so that 
ho could not lie called ou correct tho 
errors. If thit> be not the true state of the 
case how otherwise does Mr. Booth explain 
his porsieteut refusal to be present at the 
iiominatiou where cauilidnte.-i are expected 
to bo and v. ht ro the oloctors in large num- 
bors go to iiii-et thoia. It is not as if Mr. 
Booth had been on Salt Spring island ai- 
leiidiug to his private business and not 
wiFhing to spare the time. Ho was in Cow- 
ichan cspcc^iiiUy on election buainesB, with- 
in, I am told, a hnU mile of the place of 
nomination. lie waa seen on tho road 
within that distance by electors gomg to 
the hustings and urged to get in the tra|) 
and ride doisn with tliein, but lie refust-d. 
Does Mr. B 'olIi ludd uie resjinnBilile for 
his non-attendance ui the noiniiiu-.ion / 
He saya I wunt with the deliberate 'iiten- 
tion of raising aomo f|iiibble at the nom- 
ination, "buU-dczing," eto. Does he 
mean to give me credit for having so ae- 
on rate a measure of his capacity that I 
could tell he would not know enough to 
niako out his nomination papor properly ? 
Granted 80 much! He surely does not 
think that I could tell he would shirk the 
hustings and so not be on hand tu reap 
the benefit of tho knowledge which others 
might have if he had not. IVlr. Booth may 
choose either horn of the dilemma he 
chooses. Either he sent in an illegs.1 nom- 
ination paper purposely and deliberately 
kept out of the way so that it could nut 
be rectified, or he was too ignorant to 
make it out properly and therefore 
was guilty cif preaiiniptuoua assurance 
when he uskod the intelligent electors of 
Cuwichtn to aond him as one of their re- 
presentatives to the legislature of the 
province. 

Mr. Booth's letter is a tissue of false- 
hoods intended no doubt to cover up his 
ahamoful position, and intended also to 
ciist retleclioti upon the returning ollicer 
and myaolf ; but 1 uiink tho facta as they 
are will show Mr. Booth iu a true light. 

The nomination forms wiiich Mr. Booth 
complains of having been furnished to tho 
returning officer at Cowichau were exact- 
ly tho same as were furnished to other 
returning officers throughout the province 
and were exactly tho s uue .is Mr. liuoth 
on a foriot'V occiaioii wa-i tjupplieii wuh 
when ho, having filled his properly, no 
duubt after havioK been coached by some 
one who knew more than he, went before 
the people of Oowichan and was promptly 
rejected, Wm. Smitiik.

LoNlioN, July '.J. — In tliu divorce caau 
of Lady Campbell against her husband 
Lord Oolin Campbell, fifth aon of tho 
Duke of Argyle, tlie defendant to-day ap- 
plied to the divorce court for iierinission 
to have stricken from the plaiiiiiU's peti- 
tion the paragraph charging him with 
"adultery with persona unknown." Tho 
court reserved decision on the prayer for 
a fortnight, and in the meantime will 
read the whole correspondence and all 
the aflidavits aubmittod by Lord Camp- 
bell in hi.s cross ault to subiitaiitiatu hia 
chiirgea that Lidy Cani|)l)ell has been 
guilty of adultery with the Duke of Marl- 
borough, Chief Fire Oonuuissioner 8haw 
and others. 

The most desperate electoral struggle 
between the Oladstonitea and unionists 
ended to-day by tho utter rout of the 
hitter in the parliamentary ilistrict 
known aa Leithburgh. \V, .lacks wua re 
turned to the hut parliainont as a regular 
liberal by a majority of ;!,,SUO in a total 
poll of 8,840 votes, lie opposed '-ho home 
rule bill, but was nevertheless considered 
invincible in his own diitrict, and was 
nominated in the preaent cunvais as a 
unionist, to continue his opposition to tho 
prenior'a Irish polity. Jacks' hostility 
to tiladbtone angered thousands of thu 
Scotchmen of Leithburgh, but they 
looked upon their uppoiicion to him as 
hopeless and wore unable to obtain 
a candidate to oppose him. All those 
nijiitioned for thu seat hiiving declined 
to run, tho torics in order to emph isizo 
the uiiioniat opposition to the preiniur 
withheld opimaition and left the liold 
clear to Jacks so thrtt he niiiiht go back to 
the house with a largely increaaed major- 
ity. .\t the last hour allowed by law tho 
liberal iiianagors nominated (Jladatoiie 
hiniaelf aa their candidate. The premier 
coiiseuti!ig,thua equipiied the t ;1 idatonitus 
wont at their work. This was so e fleet ivo 
that Jacks became soared and tu day with- 
drew from the L«ith membership to 
Gladstono who was elected wilh.iut ,>ppn- 
silioii. This with his Midlothian dis- 
tricts givea tho premier two aoats in Scot- 
land. He will, perhaps, choose to sit fur 
the latter and select a reliable man to 
recontest Leith with assurance of success. 

P. J. Power, Paruellite, was elected to 
represent the east division of Wuterford. 
Mr. Quiiif- was elected for Kilkenny and 
Mr. rinkt-rtoii for Galway. Patrick 8arn- 
tiehi and Hugh Jolinstou, two Parnellites, 
wlio uiidi rtook to coutost two soat> belong- 
ing to Dublin university against iJavid 
I'luukott and Hugh Iloluios, l)otli oiinserv- 
atives, who had liee-ii lu tho last parlmim-at 
and were noiuiiiatt-d (or th(-iu iu the uc\t, 
wero jeered aud hootuil to-tl.iy wherever 
thoy went liy the students of the university. 
The latter at one tiino attempted a move to 
drive tho home rulers out of the distriol, 
which is a great tory stronghold. Pluukott, 
however, prevented the outrage. The Par- 
nellites stood their ground and made a 
])lucky contoet although tho students 
and torios thwarted every effort 
on tho part of the candidates 
to make speeches by urowiiiiig their 
voices witli groans and hoots. Mr. Sars- 
field's scarlet gown was pulled away from 
him and thrown to the mob who tore it 
into small pieces. The students threw 
rotten eggs at Johiisti}n and Sirelield 
Thu conservative candidates were given a 
fair hearlntr- Tho studonta singing "(iod 
Save the (,)iiQen" kept up nn uproar for 
three hours, and linally by a show of bands 
the provost declared Plunkettand Uulinos 
oleoted. A poll, however, was demanded 
;ind tho provost ordered that a jioll he 
taken next week. 

Gladatoiie liaa telegraphed cs Icdlowa to 
Thomas O'Connor: ''I ahall watch your 
combat in Liverpool with groat interest. 
I hope the liberals will vote to a man for 
supporting thu all important and abiorb- 
ing policy of tlie government." 

Mr. Chamberlain writes: "I do not 
believe the torie.'i arc pledged to coercion. 
I believe the tory leaders are willins; to 
go much further in tlui direction of local 
government for Irehind than hitherto." 

9 p. m. — conservatives, 17 Gladston- 
iana, 10 unionists and 8 Parnellites have 
been returned.

They have 
been at it all their lives, and they have 
always raised that cry when great and good 
measures wore propoaeil. 

They H,iy the Irish are never conlont, nor 
would yon becontoiil, if y{ju had been 
o^iprossed as they have been. Above all, 
if you had your own parliament for 500 
years and it had been taken away by a 
mixture of riolonce and corruption with 
a union whicli disgraci'3 tho iiaino wf 
I'higland. Tliis parliaiiieiit tliii Irishmen 
have ever strived to got back. Thoy now 
ask, not for repeal of the act of union 
but only for a subordinate legislature 
such as the ooloniei have. Qive it to 
them because it is a just demand. 

Tho foat'fro of to-day'a polling is "i 
great luiuibor of absentationa. In nearly 
every caao votes aro greatly reduced in 
number.

The name of America first occurs in 
, an edition of Ptolemy's geography, on 
a map by Hylncomylus. 

The iiBino of Onnadii lirst occurs in 
tlie "Brof llecit, etc.," of Jnquea Car- 
tier, printed at Paris in 154:5. 

The Grst settler in Oanadawas Louis 
Hebert, who came out in 1617^ with 
bis family to settle, and who maintain- 
ed himself and family by tilling the 
Boil. 

The firat j;;ovenjoi- of Canada was 
rfaniiiol de Champlain, whose term of 
otlioe continued from October the 15th, 
1G12, to December the 25th, 1635. 

The first earthquake in Caiiuda oc- 
curred in 1638, 

The first nietion of lacrosse is made 
in Sagard'8 Voyages au pays des Hur- 
oiiH, Paris, 1632. 

The fjrHt nuwHpapci- pubiishud in 
Canada was the Quebec Gazette, which 
appeared on June the 21st, 17G4. 

The first steamship from Canada to 
cross the ocean was the Royal Wil- 
liam, wliich sailed from Quebec on tlio

a project; notes were issued by the 
Bank of Montreal on October the Ist, 
1817. 

The first military organization in 
Oanada was the military fraternity of 
"La TreH-Saint Vierge," composed of 
sixty tliree men; the date of its organi- 
zation is 1 G5;t. 

Tlie first to suggest confederation 
was Mr. Uniacke in ISOS; after hitu 
came Ohief Justice Sewell in 1814. 

The first railway company in Can- 
ada was "The Company of Pro[irietorH 
of the Champlain and St. La".renco 
Railroad;" a charter was obtained Iho 
lifiLli Kebruaiy, 18.')2. The iinit was 
from Lnprairie to Mt. .lolins, and work 
wa.s begun in 1835, lir.st opened for 
trallic August, 1S3G, l)eing run with 
horse-power, but in 1857 the horses 
were replaced by engines. 

The first discovery of gold was mads 
in a stream flowing into the Ghaudieve 
in 1823 by a woman named (iilbert. 
In Siiliman's Journal in 183-i a Can- 
adian nugget ia described by Lieut. 
Braddeley, R E. 

The first game of lacrosse between 
■white players only occurred at Mon- 
treal in 1859. The clubs were the Mon- 
treal Club and the llochelaga Club. 

The first mention of Niagara ia found 
in Laiemant's Relation of 1841. 

The first sale of land on the island of 
Montreal was about forty acres where 
the St. Ann's market now stands. The 
sale was made by Maisonneuve to one 
Gadays, date 4th January, 1648, and 
the consideration was one quarter sou 
per aero yearly. 

The first oil wells were dug in 1854. 
In August, 1860, L. A. Vaughn sank 
an oil well, and in November struck 
oil at a depth of 85 feet. This was the 
beginning of the town of Petrolia, Ont. 

The first ProtestaiU church was built 
as Berthier by the Heign(;ur Cnthbijrt 
in 1786. 

Tho first vessel to ascend the St. 
Mary's current was tho Hercules in 
1824, in charge of (.'apt. Brush, lately 
deceased. Previous to tho Hercules no 
Tespel had come up the current with- 
out the aid of oxen. 

The first steamer to come down the 
Lacliino Piftjiids was the Onturio, ('.apt. 
Hilliard, The name was afterwards 
changed to Lord Sydenham. The date 
of her descent was 1842. (?) 

Coal was first shipped from Oanada 
late in the seventeenth century, and 
was sent to the West Indies to the 
sugar refineries there. 

The first inoor])oratnd town in On- 
tario was Uamilton, date 1833, Feb- 
ruary 13th. Toronto was incorporat- 
ed as a city, March 6th, 1834. 

The oldest city in the Dominion is 
Quebec and not Annapolis as some au- 
thorities claim. This latter town was 
first founded, hut is not in existence 
on its original site. Queoec was found- 
ed by (Jhaniphiiu on ili'd.luly, 1 G08, 
and the present Annapolis (proviously 
Port Royal), by Oharnisay, botwei n 
1632 and 1645. The ruins of the old 
fort are still to he seen. 

The first smelting of iron took jilace 
at tho Ht. Maunco forges on October 
15th, 1737. These forges were establ- 
ished near Urge beds of bog ore; they 
have not been worked for some yeai s. 

The first temperance meeting in 
Oanada was held in January, 1828, in 
the county of Pictou. 

The oUl fort at Ohambly (the pres- 
ent ruin) was built in 1709-11, from 
plans of De Lery. The tirst clock 
factory war; established at Whitby, 
Ont., in 1871. The first paper mill was 
erected at St. Andrews, Que., in 1803. 
The first distillery was.Drummond'B, 
at Quebec, which was in operation in 
1779. 

Ths first Sunday school, ia one sense 
of the terra, was the free hi;liool open- 
ed by Prince Edward at Quebec on 
September 4th, 180X It was a secular 
school open on Sundays. The fijst Sun- 
day school in the present meaning of 

■ the word was opened by Miss Hedge, 
in 1816, and in connexion with the 
church, March '.)th, 1823, (Dr. Miles ia 
the authority for the above, but there 
is some doubt as to its correctnesp.) 

Tho firat newspaper iu Upper Oana- 
da was the Upp^r Canada Gazette, the 

, 6r8t number of which appeared April 

* 18th, 1793, at Newark. 

The Brat capture of Quebec was 
ftflTocted by L. and T. Kortk in ir.29. 
It was given up by tlio English ICing 
in 1632 to secure the payment of a 
certain Biim of money. The cession 
was made by tho treaty of St. Ger- 
main-en- Layc. 

The first printing press in Canada 
WBB set up by Bergor ii Mssplet in 
177B, 



'The (irst stone of the locks of the 
Rideau Canal was 'daid bv Sir John 
Franklin, Aug. 40th; 1827.' 

Montreal was first lighted with oil 
lamps in November, 1815. 

The first settlers at Ottawa were 
two persons named Berry and Firth. 
Ottawa was called at firat Bytowu, af- 
ter Col. By, wlio came out from Eng- 
land to superintend the construction of 
the Bideau Canal. 

The first ve.'-.ssel to «ome u]) the Sc. 
Lawrence to the foot of .St. Mary's cur- 
rent was the iMuorillon, of Jacques 
Cartier, in the latter gives the 

date 29th September. 

Montrc^al was founded May 17th, 
1642. Paul de Chomedy, .<jieur de Mais- 
onneuve, <vas the first governor of the 
island. 

Tli(! Montreal Curling Club was or- 
gani^ced in .lanuary, \f^07, hy noma 
natives of Xorth Britain. This is be- 
lieved to be the first regular club in 
Canada. 

The first name of the present site 
of Kingston was Oataracony, ,pfter- 
wards it was called Fort Frontenac. 

The first mention of a copper mine 
in Canada occurs in the 2Stli chapter 
of Lescarbot, where he says, "the 16th 
Augu.3t we arrived at Isle Perce 
where we found Sieur Prevert, of St. 
Malo , who was coming from the mine. 
The place where the mine is situated 
lies iu 45 degrees and sevt;ral minutes. 

The lirst lueiition of smoking iu Can- 
ada occurs in (Jartier's second voyage 
and is very amusing.
